the well known Louisville. Ky.. editor, 
was arraigned today at Saugertles on 
a charge of assault, first degree. It is 
charged that Watterson, who is fort/ 
years old. shot and wounded Michael 
Martin, a saloonkeeper at Saugertles, 
yesterday. An .application for ball was 
refused by Police Justice Rowe and 
the prisoner was committed to the 
Kingston jail for further examination 
next Thursday. 


The assistant district attorney op- 


posed the application lor ball because 
he said it was too early to determine 
whether complications might 
render 


Martin's condition 
serious. 
He de- 


clared that Watterson had struggled 
desperately with the officer who cap- 
tured him and that two loaded re- 
volvers were found upon him after his 
arrest. Public safety, 
he said, de- 


manded that such a man should be 
kept under restraint. 


Watterson's counsel asked a release 


on ball because he said Martin's con- 
dition was not serious. The prisoner 
expected his father 
to spend 
the 


Fourth of July with him. and It would 
be wrong, he said, to ask a man of Col. 
Watterson's age to pass the day In a 
jail. Watterson's counsel will renew 
his application for ball before Supreme 
Court Justice Betts later today. 


VICTIM OF RELIGIOUS MANIA. 


New York. July 2.—Conflicting re- 


ports as to the Identity of the man who 
yesterday at Saugertles, N. Y., while 
apparently demented shot and slight- 
ly wounded Michael Martin, a saloon 
proprietor, were cleared up today when 
It wag learned Martin's assailant was 
Ewlng Watterson, eldest son of Col. 
Henry Watterson. of Loulsvllle> Ky. 
Watterson is under arrest at Sauger- 
tles.

Ha* Religious M«ni«. 


Ewlng Watterson, his father nays, 


has for some years been the victim of 
a form of religious mania which has 
failed completely to yield to any treat- 
ment. In an effort to better his son's 
condition. Col. Watterson placed him 
for some time on a ranch In the west, 
and when this environment failed to 
result in improvement In his condition, 
bought him a farm In the Hudson river 
hills, near Saugertlea, where it was 
hoped the air and quiet surroundings 
would benefit him. 


This hope seems to have been dissi- 


pated by yesterday's happening, when 
Ewing Watterson, according to the re 
ports from Saugerties, entered Mar- 
tin's place of business and created a 
disturbance. 


After some words with the pro- 


prietor, Watterson opened fire with his 
revolver, shooting Martin three times. 
None of the three bullets inflicted a 
lerlous Injury. Watterson was locked 
up and word was sent to his father In 
this city. 


Will Have Him Confined. 


From what could be learned of Col. 


Watterson's plans it is expected that 
application will be made to have Ewing 
Watterson placed In a sanitarium or 
asylum. His mania had never before 
manifested .Itself in a violent form. 


Another son of Col. Watterson, Har- 


vey W. Watterson, was killed in this 
city In November. 1908, by falling from 
the nineteenth floor of a Wall strest 
office building.

No More. 


London, July 2.—Frederick James 
|' Furnivall, the eminent scholar and 


leader In the Christian socialist move- 
ment, is dead at the age of 85. 


Dr. Furnivall 
was " a many-sidsfl 


man. Besides being a scholar and a 
leader In social reform he was an en- 
thusiast over athletics, particularly 
rowing, and also a vegetarian. He cel- 
ebrated his 84thj- birthday on the 4th 
of February, 1909, by rowing a racing 
shell on the Thames from Putney to 
Mortlake, the course over which the 
Oxford-Cambridge races are rowed. 
He was a member of many learned so- 
cieties and was particularly versed in 
the works 
of Shakespeare, Chaucer 


and Browning and was editor of the 
Oxford dictionary. In 1845 he built the 
flrat two narrow sculling boats in Eng- 
land and at the time of his death wns 
president of the Amateur Rowing as- 
sociation.

Two other sessions were scheduled for 
today, but the main work of the con- 
vention will not begin until Tuesday, 
although there will be an Interesting 
meeting In the Harvard stadium In 
Cambridge on the afternoon of Inde- 
pendence day, at which President Taft 
will speak. 


A particularly energetic delegation 


from Chicago brought along a good- 
sized boom for Mrs. Ella Flags Young, 
superintendent of 
Chicago's schools,

TESTS, FLOORS 


PROVED. K. 


Officials 
Say 
Washington 


. School is Safe Beyond 


Question. 


Following practical tests much more 


exacting and severe than the require- 
ments of the specifications, members 
of the city school board. City Building 
Inspector Wyss, Member Hllgeman, of 
the board of public works and other 
citizens who felt a vital Interest in 
the matter today declared their unhes- 
itating belief that the new Washing- 
ton school Is safe beyond question. 
, Architect Meyer and the contractors 
on the building have insisted from the 
first that the building came fully up 
:to requirements, but in the face of as- 
sertions made by other engineers and 
construction companies that the con- 
crete floors were not properly con- 
structed and would not withstand the 
strain required of them, the 
school 


board determined upon a test. This 
was acquiesced in by the contractors 
in charge of work on the Washington 
building, and It was made Friday aft- 
ernoon. 
The 
required 
sustaining 


strength of the floors is 150 pounds to 
the square foot. Friday afternoon, in 
one of the class rooms, a total of 6,804 
bricks were placed In the center of the 
floor on a space of 142% square feet. 
This was 50,824 pounds or twice the 
weight specified on the space covered. 
Then more than five additional tons 
of weight were placed on the floor, 
which showed no trace of strain. 


When objection was made by one or 


two gentlemen that this was not a suf- 
ficient test because the weight was not 
distributed over the entire floor, an 
additional test was determined upon 
for today. This morning 70,000 bricks 
were pilled into the room, covering 
precisely half the floor space irtT ranks 
six bricks in height, a total weight of 
70,000 pounds, and 3,000 pounds of ce- 
ment was piled on top nt the bricks. 
The floor held up perfectly, yec it Is 
estimated that the addition of the cfi- 
ment and wooden covering which is 
yet to be placed 
will increase its 


strength fully 15 per cent. 


The tests have subjected the floor to 


a strain many times In excess of any 
possible normal demand, and officials 
declare 
thernselvts 
amply 
satisfied. 


The sub-contractor for the concrete 
work is Contractor Pitkin. of '"h' 
-v 


who did the similar work on the Scot- 
tish Rite Cathedral.

Bandoline, when applied to the hair 


for any purpose, must be sparingly 
used. 
A smnll quantity, when liquid, 


will not show, but when dry it he- 
comes a powder, which. If it remains 
on the surface, looks not unlike fine 
dnndruff. 
Despite this drawback, it is 


one of the best mediums for keeping 
unruly h.iir In place, and will some- 
times nid In preserving waves so prone 
to disappear in damp weather. 


An excellent, bannline Is made from 


one and one-half ounces of fine gum 
arable dissolved In two gills of rose 
water. When the gum has been taken 
up a small drop of analine dye is add- 
ed, straining . the mixture' through a 
coarse muslin. This Is lightly, applied 
to the hair after placing the locks as 
they are to remain. It gives a slight 
lustre, which bandoline made 
from 


quince seeds laoka, yet the latter is BO 
good that I am giving a formula for it. 


A dessertspoonful of quince seeds 


nre crushed and put into two gills of 
boiling water, being simmered

fluffy or wavy the hair may be. With- 
out it the locks have a dull, dead ap- 
pearance. 


Invisible nets are effectual for hold- 


ing the hair in place on windy days, 
and a woman should not go from home 
for any length of time without several 
In her equipment. 
They should be 


held with fine. Invisible hair pins. 


When.carefully adjusted they are al- 


most as inconspicuous as their name 
Implies, but It Is not uncommon to sae 
them so tightly put on they crush the 
hair, giving a stiff aspect. They can- 
not be too loose, the hair being ar- 
ranged in place under them, 
after 


pinning, by running through long hat 
pins, raising the hair to the net level. 
By patting and pulling In this manner, 
with, pins, a. coiffure can be made stun- 
ning and will not become disarranged, 
no matter how much exposed to wind.

contract. 


In those days not much attention 


was paid to names and until the club 
was pruned down to the regulation 
number

noms picked and slated for berths. 


The season opened with Fort Wayne 


playing at Evansville and with) some 
very cold wnatber on tup. for the blow- 
off. Oberlln was sent In for the opener 
and ho won It and then he asked per- 
mission to pitch nndther game Of the 
series and he got It. At Terre Haute 
with the weather still cold he Jumped 
Into another pair of the four games 
and came back home with the reputa- 
tion of being; the 
Iron man 
of the 


league. 
This flattered him and in his 


efforts to preserve the name he threw 
his arm away and by the first week of 
July he was all In. 


Up' to this time he had been a con- 


sistent winner for the team, but his 
usefulness had' passed and there was 
no-sentiment In the management of 
the Fort Wayne team at that time. 
The fact that he had kept the club In 
the running while the other pitchers 
were rounding to 
did not 
cut any 


figure and the owner Could see noth- 
ing but that his arm was gone and 
he could not win for his club and not 
winning meant no salary, with grati- 
tude an unknown quantity. 


-After half a season of idleness he 


went out again in the minor leagues 
and next came into public notice as a 
Washington draft 
from the 
bushes. 


After a trial In the early.spring of 
the year following his^drafting he was 
sent to Minneapolis and he has alter- 
nated between the capital and. Minne- 
apolis year 
after year 
since" then, 


finally drawing his release from Jimmy 
McAlecr. 


Possibly if Obcrlin bad taken care 


of his arm the first year he pitched 
for Fort Wayne or had been made to 
understand that he could not pitch 
early season games with cold weather 
against him, wdrk overtime and work 
hard and expect to preserve his pitch-

E as desirable from fields as they 


are from hothouses, and daisies, wild 
geranium, pink and white clover, and 
other blossoms grow always on the 
ciJy's outskirts, where they can b= 
picked in large quantities to decorate 
dining room tables. 
When a woman 


can afford to buy flowers she undoubt- 
edly has more variety. But blossoms 
or green foliage in some form should 
be considered as necessary as food, not 
only because they are pretty, bat that 
the influcr.ee of flowers is refining and 
elevating. 


Quite the prettiest arrangement for 


a table that is more than five feet long, 
or is round, is a central dish with four 
smaller 
ones to stand 
as corners. 


These dishes are not expensive. Tiny 
pots of brass cost no more than twen- 
ty-five cents. 
A larger one for the

a dollar, and the set complete will en- 
dure forever, brass being unbreakable.

from only three or four. But they must 
be arranged with an eye to symmetry 
and proportion, for which there IB no 
rule save that made by an artistic eye. 
Usually a few flowers look best in a 
slender, upright vase, except when tha 
turtle is employed to hold them.

There are many different ways that 


housework can be made less irksome 
in summer, ' according 
to 
one 
old 


housekeeper. 
She says: 


"Our summer home is lighter] with 


lamps, and I makj; it a rule to take 
care of them myself, save when new 
wicks must be put in. It is not diffi- 
cult work to fill and keep them in 
order, for. a lamp that is once clean 
may be kept so with little care. 
For 


example, on each floor, in a closet, Is 
kept a gallon can of kerosene, and 
this I take to the various lamps and 
fill them where they stand. I would 
not dare let the maid do that, lest she 
should spljl the oil, but I can without 
mishap. A cloth is kept with the can 
and a pair of scissors for trimming 
the wicks. 


"As each lamp is filled I turn up the 


wick, .take off the crust ,and even the 
edge. The work takes only a moment.

tended to I put away the can and re- 
peat the process on the floor above. 
In this way I am certain all lights are 
ready for use, and none ever gives out 
et an Inconvenient time. ,Whcn the 
cans are empty I leave them out, nnd 
the maid fills.them from the big tank 
In th,e cellar.

tummer comes on, I use newspapers. 


"I do*"not carry vases 
from

foom to a special table, because pctnls 
fcre more than likely to drop, nnd they 
jnust be picked up. .Instead I carry a 
BOWBpaper and spread It beside each 


while I take off the old leaves and 
flowers, and with the paper carefully 
folded I go to the next flower. In this 
way there is never anything to pick up. 


"The vases are taken to the pantry, 


washed and refilled witH water, then 
each is returned to its place, where 1 
put In the fresh flowers. 


'xMd newspapers are great savers. 
"For example, the waste paper bas- 


kets upstairs are emptied into them, 
the paper Is put on the floor wear the 
trash receptacle, the odds and ends are 
turned In and yie basket put back into 
its proper place; thus n trip upstairs 
to return the basket Is saved the maid 


"Early breakfasts, which the men of 


the family must have to 
take

trains to town, fire facilitated by being 
put on trays. Each man has his own 
tray, which is attractively laid with 
doylies, and his breakfast Is put on It 
In the kitchen. The maid brings each 
to the diningroom, and

Thus she 
Is able to KO on with her housework 
an hour soonor thnn would be possible 
were she required to serve breakfast 
formally, as she does In winter."

[eft and right sides must be conformed 
to, although that on the right may be 
a trifle ragged in line. Yet the more 
perpendicular this can be1 made the 
better, and by writing a draught first 
the communication, when copied and 
sent, will be better.

Another point to bfe adhered to is 


that proper names shall be on lines by 
themselves, just as In engraved in- 
vitations, although there is more lati- 
tude in this. 
The word "accept" or 


"regret" may be on the first line wfth 
the name or names of those writing pr 
sending, but under no circumstances 
may a word precede a name on a line. 
Whatever is written before must go on 
the lines above.

These lawa 
orgotten, the man touches the nadir 
if degradation, the family Is a den of 
abomination and the nation totters on 
he brink of barbarism. 


The faithful Christian Is a conquer- 


or In the moral world, bears of all its 
rophles and wears its crpwn and Its 
jlory. These precepts do more. They 
hedge In all human dignity and guar- 
antee privileges beyond the power of 
the world to bestow. Eminantly true 
all this of prayer. The quickening 
pulse of prayer is In the heart only. 
Lip prayer alone Is mockery and in- 
BBlt 


Hence when Heaven Is deaf to our 


beseeching It Is because while our 
voice mutters words of devotion we 
are bargaining in our souls with the 
world, the devil or the flesh. Never 
yet has the heart of man sent tip on 
the wings of prayer Its palpitating 
message without finding strength and 
healing. Ever Is such a pleading as 
music in the ears of God, causing His> 
hand to open and shower down bless- 
ings. 


To pray is a privilege beyond ex- 


pression and the employing of our 
highest faculties in their noblest func- 
tion. To pray is to be on the heights, 
in the court of the King of kings. It 
is fanning that spark divine which is 
In every one of us into a flame wrap- 
ping the soul in the splendor of the 
raiment of the eternal halls. Prayer 
Is the lordliest spurning of the world 
and the most defiant proclamation of 
the vanity of Its promises and of It* 
utter helplessness In our hour of need. 
Man is at his finest as he kneels in 
prayer. 


What may we pray for? Augustine 


answers that It Is our right to ask for 
anything and everything our heart 
has the right to desire. Nor is It im- 
possible to pray without ceasing. If 
we only knew our danger and our 
dearth ouf whole being would he at- 
tuned to prayer, and in the incessant 
encounter with our spiritual foes and 
perils our every thought and word 
and deed would be Instinct with petl- 
,tlon. Why lack trust in the efficacy 
of our supplication?

THE PASTURE AND THE MEADOW

A CAREFUL STUDY OF THE SUBJECT WILL DISCLOSE THE FACT THAT A VA- 


RIETY OF GRASSES, MAKES BETTER PASTURE THAN 


ONLY ONE KIND 


There I* no one matter connected 


with good- farm management that Is 
more deserving of more careful atten- 
tion than the growing of tame grasses, 
and the maintaining of the productive 
capacity of our permanent 
pasture 


land. The successful grass grower 
needs to have a practical understand- 
ing of all the species of tame grasses 
that we grow and cultivate on our 
farms as well as a knowledg^of their 
requirements and conditions that are 
essential to their growth. Much of 
the success and many times all of the 
profits of our farms are directly de- 
pendent upon the amount and qual- 
ity of hay and forage produced. 


Very few farmers bestow much 


thought, care or attention to their 
grass land and comparatively few can 
name the different varieties of grass 
growing on their own farms. They sow 
timothy and clover (which ig not a 
grass) In their rotations because the 
custom of other farmers In their sec-j 
tion Is to do the same thing. They 
fall to devote-their time or attention 
to the study of the less common vari- 
eties that are in many cases better 
adapted to their particular kind of 
soil- After committing a few clover 
and timothy seeds to their poorly fit- 
tod fields they congratulate themselves 
that they have done all that mortal 
man can do and either blame the Gov- 
ernment at Washington 
or their 


weather for their mistakes and fal- 
ures. 


It sometimes seems as If one half 


of the farmers were doing every- 
thing possible to fight nature and 
when we make a study of the various 
grasses and their peculiar needs we 
wonder that we have been succeeding 
as well as we have in growing good 
crops of hay. A careful study of 
the English system of maintaining 
a permanent meadow and pasture 
would essentially aid us In the man- 
agement of our grass lands. There 
we may find .from ten to twenty 
kinds of grass growing on one sod 
and all thriving and producing hay 
and forage. 


We go on' our meadows when the 


proper times come, cut the grass, 
cure it into hay and haul it to the 
stack or barns and think no more 
about the whole matter until the 
next year comes'and then we go out 
and go through the same motions 
only get a smaller cfop and keep 
this up until the yield is so small 
that we feeJ it is necessary to plow 
up the field and reseed it to clover 
and timothy again. We don't go to 
the trouble of top dressing or fertil- 
izing the meadow or tile drain to 
prevent the water from drowning it 
out during the wet season nor do we 
plan to leave a stubblo to protect 
it from the hot summer sun. 


Another cause of the Inferiority of 


our meadow lands is thexfact that 
they are supporting numberless use- 
less weeds. 


If we could rid our meadows of 


this pest It would add' millions of

dollars to the pockets of our farm- 
ers. 
How 
can 
it 
be 
done? By 


thorough tillage? 
By the use of 


more grass seed? Most emphatically 
No. That -would be la direct opposi- 
tion to the laws of nature. 


We may prepare the soil In the 


best possible manner and sow on 
clover and Timothy so thick that the 
grass will come up as thick as the 
hair on a dog and in some places we 
will yet find that the young plants will 
die out and their places be filled with 
noxious weeds. 


These Interspaces may be filled 


ever so often with fresh seed and 
the result will be similar which Is 
conclusive evidence that every soil 
has a capacity for supporting a cer- 
tain number of one kind of plants and 
It will produce no more than that 
number of that variety ^no mat- 
ter how well It is tilled or how many 
are 
germinated on that particular 


soil: 


When we fill these interspaces be- 


tween the plants with another specie 
of grass a certain lot of its plants 
will grow and the rest w_ill die soon 
after they have germinated. 
_ 


The ones that grow will not Inter- 


fere with the other varieties and the 
yield will be Increased. 


It has been found that land will 


not produce its maximum yield of 
grass unless it is occupied by a num- 
ber of kinds of grasses. 
- Practical experience has shown us 
that any soil will be more certain to 
yield larger and better crops of for- 
age and hay when it Is seeded with 


mixed grasses than when sown to 
clover and Timothy alone. 


Our flocks and herds will thrive 


better when fed on mixed grasses, 
(no matter whether.in a green-con- 
dition or cured for hay) than they 
will when fed on any one or two 
varieties sowed alone, no matter how 
nutritious these grasses may be. 


We will find it in every way as 


Important to balance our forage ra- 
tions as it is the grain rations if we 
obtain the best results from a mini- 
mum amount of feed. 


All animals that 
depend upon 
grass will ttirive better when fed on 
a mixture for the elements are fur- 
nished in greater abundance and in 
a manner better adapted to their 
needs. 


If you have ever noticed a horse 


or a cow at liberty you will have 
observed the fact that they are con- 
stantly going from one kind of grass 
to another while they are eating. 


Animals will often walk from one 


end of a large pasture to another 
to get a nibble of some variety of 
grass that is different from that In 
the other end of the pasture. 


Pastures that contain the greatest 


number of varieties of grass are in- 
variably the ones that will support the 
most stock. 


It is one of the greatest evils of 


our system of farming to plow up 
a good pasture for It requires a num- 
ber of years to get a good turf es- 
tablished. 


In selecting grass seed for a perma- 


nent pasture select kinds that will. 


oloom in succession from early sum- 
ner until late in the fall so that 
"hen one kind is not growing there 
will be another to occupy the soil 
and prevent weeds from growing in 
where the soil is not occupied. 


In selecting grasses for the meadow 


select varieties that flower about the 
same time so that they-may be cured 
for hay at one cutting. 


Select those that furnish the most 


leaves and thus diminish the amount 
of woody indigestible matter In the 
hay. 


It is folly^to try to skim off a sec- 


ond crop front the meadows. If the 
growth is too rank in the fall pas- 
ture it oft with young etock but do 
not pasture It close enough to In- 
jure its chances of living- through the 
winter. 


Nature provides for winter by pro- 


moting a rapid fall growth. The old 
ideas of getting something for noth- 
ing have been exploded for a long 
time and if we cut three tons of hay 
from 
our meadows we must feed' 


them'accordingly and keep the bare 
spots covered Tvith grass instead of 
weeds. 
. 
If we supply better forage rations 


for 
our livestock they will come 


through the winter In better con- 
dition and will requre less grain to 
keep them In a thrifty condition. 


We. as a. rule, are feeding too 


much grain to our animals and unless 
we devote more attention to provid- 
ing nutritious forage rations we must 
expect less hardy and vigorous ani- 
mals. 


HELPING THE HAY CROP 


On many farms where the number 


of animals raised on the farm and 
kept through the winter Is dependent 
upon the amount of hay harvested. 
the farmer is unable to winter all of 
his stock when the hay crop is a fall* 
ure unless he grows catch crops to 
supplement his hay crop. 


Oats and peas make a very good 


catch crop and will produce a large 
amount of palatable and nourishing 
hay. 


Corn fodder makes an excellent 


catch crop and can be sown at almost 
any time before the first week of 
July and afford abundance of rough" 
feed, although corn that is allowed to 
reach a more mature condition will 
afford the most nourishment. 


Millet is another excellent catch 


crop and will thrive under a wide 
variety of conditions, but like most 
other crops will produce better crop* 
when it is raised on land-that contain* 
an abundance of plant Tood. 


Barley and peas are very valuable 


for fall feeding and may be cut late 
and cured for hay the same at oats 
and peas. This mixed crop may be 
used for Boiling purposes until late In 
November. Rape is a member, of th* 
turnip family and makes an excellent 
late forage crop for sheep and hog* 
and many farmers pasture It with) 
young cattle but it is not adapted for 
feeding dairy cattle, owing to the dan* 
ger of its giving the milk a tad odor, 
similar to that imparted by the turnip 
when fed in large quantities. 


Soy beans are recommended highly 


as an economical scource of protein 
and may be grown in most section* 
of the country where live stock 1* 
fed. 
Many fall with this crop be- 


cause they do not wait for the (round 
to become warm before they now th* 
crop. Soy beans may be drilled, pita- 
led In hills or In rows. 


On farms where there is a silo they 


win <jo well -when sowed In th* oor« 
field and run into the silo with th* 
corn crop. It improves the food valu* 
of the ensilage and has no bad re- 
sults—M. T. K.

Shrubs furnish one of the most ef- 


fective aids in making the Farm- 
Home-Beautiful, but to get the best 
effects from them they must have good 
'care, which Includes intelligent prun- 
ing, after they are planted. 


Pruning, whether it be pinching out 


the bud or sawing oft a limb Is simply 
cutting away one part of a plant for 
the betterment of what Is left, yet the 
majority of amateur growers seem to 
think that pruning and destruction 
are synonymous terms. Instead of be- 
ing the surest way of Improving the 
bush and forcing It to produce finer 
foliage and flowers, and more of 
them.. 
t 


Each class of shrubs has its 


requirements but the grower /who 
learns a very few general facts will 
make no mistake as to what thes« re- 
quirements are. 


For Instance ihe lilacs that bloom 


in May produce the flowers at the tips 
of branches that grew the year be- 
fore — In fact the buds are stored away 
in the 
branches 
during the 
fall 


months. 


As this fact Is equally true of all 


early-flowering shrubs anyone , giving 
the matter consideration will know, 
without being told, that cutting the 
branches back In the spring is cutting 
oft the buds. 


The same bit of knowledge makes 


equally evident the fact that shrubs 


of this -class should be pruned Im- 
mediately after blooming, to force 
them to send out new branches In time 
for the wood to ripen and the buds de- 
velop before the end of the growing 
season—ready for opening the follow- 
ing spring. 


On the other hand, hardy hydran- 


geas and most other fall-bloominc 
shrubs produce their flowers on wood 
of that year's growth and should be 
pruned very early In ipring to force 
new lateral branches to develop, and 
give plenty of "tips" to produce blos- 
soms. 


Watch a shrub as It grows and 


blooms until its habits are known— 
whether It bloom* on wood formed 
the year before or whether wood and 
blooms are produced the same year, 
and no other knowledge is needed in 
order to know the right season for 
doing needed pruning. 


When the question of how often and 


how much a shrub should be cut back 
comes up widely differing answers are 
given: Some saying "A little every 
year," and others advocating severe 
pruning at longer Intervals but, in the 
experience of the writer the condition 
of each Individual shrub has seemed 
to indicate, plainly, when any cutting 
is needed and how much. 


Sometimes there are heavy, woody 


branches that need cutting out enti- 
rely and mid-summer is a good time 
for this work because the wounds 


heal more quickly, with less loss of 
sap, -when the7 bush Is In full foliage 
and crowding- or criss-cross branches 
are more easily detected. 


If a shrub IB not too densely wooded 


and Is In good form 'with plenty of 
blooming points there is no need of 
pruning every year, but a watchful 
eye shotfld be kept on them and any 
branches that take from the beauty 
of the bush removed as soon as found. 


Another thing to be remembered is 
that pruning does not always Imply 
the u*e of saw or knife, for very often 
it is most wisely done when nothing 
more than the thumb and flinger nails 
are needed—pinching out the tiny 
branch, or bud that would develop 
into a branch out of place and take 
vitality from the plant, only to be 
cut away when grown. 


Sometimes old shrubs that have 


been neglected until the main stalks 
have become miniature trees come In- 
to ones possession and/the wise thing 
to do, in such cases, is to cut them 
entlrelly oft to within a few inches of 
the soil. 


With such shrubs the pruning may 


well be carried below the surface by 
taking the roots up; cutting them 
apart; trimming oft any that are dead, 
and replanting. This means a sacri- 
fice of bloom for a year, or perhaps 
two, but after that the flowers will 
be vastly finer than the old shrub 
could be forced to produce. 


TO GET RID OP ANTS. 


To rid your garden of ants effectu- 


ally,, you must first find the location- 
of the nests. 
They can then be 


easily destroyed by bensoln, gasoline, 
bisulphide of carbon or boiling wa- 
ter. 


The large anjs which sometimes 


make their nests ahjove the surface 
of trie grass on the lawn should be 
destroyed by bisulphide of carbon. 
Punch a number of holes In the nests 
and pour a teaspoonful of carbon 


roots and makes large fruit. 


the vine*. Thl« give* the fruit the down 
each hole. Throw a dark 
of thel blanket over the holes for a few 


moments, then remove It and ex- 
plode the carbon by means of a light, 
at the end of a pole. The alight ex- 
plosions drive the fumes down through 
the underground tunnels and destroy 
the ants.

CARE OF COWS IN FLY TIME 


A few calves will occupy butAttle 


stable room and will require but little 
additional food, and attention. 


We can make no greater mistake 


than to compel them to suffer day 
after day fighting files In the blister- 
Ing sun. 
. Some dairymen keep their cows In- 
side during the worst part of the fly 
season allowing them to run out 
nights. 
/ 


After a run out in the pasture they 


are put in the stable in the morning 
•and It is darkened so that the flies 
will remain out side. 


A little green forage fed while 


they are kept Inside during the day 
and the loss in milk and flesh Is re- 
duced to a minimum. 


Few dairymen can afford to with- 


stand the losses that are due to the 
fly pest. 


It is claimed by good authorities 


that In some cases an animal loses 
more than a pint of blood each day 
and such losses and "suffering mean 
that they can return no profit at the 
pail when they are handled in this 
manner. 


In nearly every dairy section flies 


cut off from thirty to forty per cent 
In the receipts of the creameries. 


No dairying section can sffarft t* 


stand «uch severe lone*. 


Until we find some fly rep«llant of 


lasting qualities we must avoid loMM 
from this source by keeplng'the Mil-, 
trials where the plague will be reduced « 
to a minimum. 


The scientific work of handling th* 


fly problem should be encouraged un- 
til In duo time we ar* in * posltlo 
to handle the questloiri^tj^-^, 


If we can plan to keep all but o.ie 


side of the stable darkened 'the files 
will not bother ttie calves or cows as 
bad as when there Is no light «t all 
for they will fly toward the light and 
get lost and not be able to find the 
stock after flying toward the light. 


When we stop and consider the in- 


timate relationship between the com- 
fort of the cows and- calves and their, 
milk and growth we will not hesitate* 
to do all In our power to Improve 
their condition during fly time. 


Loads of clover hauled to the stable 


every three days will keep them In 
good feeding condition and the man- 
ure thus gained will more than pay 
for the labor of cutting and hauling 
and the cows will give an even flow 
Instead of drying up. 


APPLYING WATER TO ORCHARDS 


By Samuel Fortlcr. 


The agricultural wealth of that 


vast region lying west of the Mis- 
souri River was first made known 
by men -who were poor in wordly 
goods but rich in those physical and 
mental endowments which go to 
make up the best type of citizen- 
ship.

pared for Irrigation by the basin 
method by forming ridges of the loose 
earth midway between the rows of 
trees in both directions. These rid- 
ges are made with ordinary walking; 
plows by throwing up two furrow*

like hop-scotch or leap-frog, which is new to him 
because he has just grown up to it, but which hai 
been played by children in many countries for hun- 
dreds and hundreds of years.. 
How do I know this is so? Why"because I am 


beginning to believe that there is nothing new un- 
der the sun except perhaps just radium and the uses 
to which we put electricity, which is in itself as old 
as the world. 
But about games being old, I not 


only found that out in pictures and books but I am 
able now to show you. 
Here is a queer old pitcure painted by Pieter 


Brueghel called "The Elder," who was born at 
Brueghel, near Brcnda on the river Merk, in the 
Netherlands, in the year 1510. He died in 1569, so 
this picture was painted somewhere between 1530 
and 1569, for I allow him to be twenty years old, and 
it. The picture is now in Vienna, Austria, and is. 
he was doubtless older, before he could have done 
called "Children at Play." 
Just for fun let's sec how many games they are 


playing that you and I know and can play ourselves.

is the one who is trying to slide down that awfully ' 
steep cellar door. It is not half so nice as some I 
know that go down like a gentle hill. 


Look at the "leap-frog"! 
By the way, do you know what that kind of 


trousers which so many of the boys wear is called? 
Hose, or hosen, and they were stockings and 
» 


trousers all in one piece, sometimes with leather 
soles to them instead of shoes. They called the 
i 


jackets, doublets, or jerkins, and a great many of 
them were of leather, so you see although mother 
may have had a bad time keeping the knees and toei 
of the hosen mended, the leather doublets wore 
pretty well. Besides there was another good thing. 
Mother did not have to sew on .buttons, because 
i 


they did not use them. The different parts of the >•"". 
clothes were tied together with strings or lacings. 
These lacings often had metal tips to prevent their 
getting ragged or raveled, and then they were called 
"points." 


If you had lived then and were going out in 


a hurry to play ,with the boys you would not have 
run to mother crying: 


"Please button my coat," but you would very 


likely have gone to her and said:

in two rows by the fence are playing, with the two 
boys jumping down the middle.

The game those six boys in the middle of the 


picture are playing must have been called "Tourna- 
ment," or "Tourney," for those were the days when 
the great Tournaments or Jousts were held, which 
you can read about in Sir Walter S -oil's "Ivanhoe." ^ 


The two boys bending down were horses and 


they kept their balance by holding on to the stout 
belts of the boys in front of them. Then two other 
boys mounted on their backs and were the knights. 
They struggled as to who should get that leather 
strap without being "unhorsed," the "horses" them-. r 
selves meanwhile prancing and curvetting about. 


Not far from them a boy and a girl have "made 


a chair for little sister who is tired, and on Jthe 
. 


bench by the house a boy is playing with a',^Wfe 
"• 


dove, another one is whirling-a toy by pullirtj.1» 
string, while two girls within doors are doing what? 
Dressing dolls, I do believe! 


Right down in front is "ride-a-cockhorse," "ring- . 
toss, rolling hoop, riding a barrel, (did you ever try 
that?) and blowing up a bladder. This bladder was re- 
used in a rough game. It was blown up, the neck v

Then the one who had the 
bladder tried to hit someone with it, you can see 
them playing it up the street.
